MORE SALARY FO 
GRIER ENDORSED 
BY CIVIC GROUP 


Chamber Directors Favor In- 
crease in Pay for Head 
Of Supervisors 











That the chairman of the county 
board of supervisors should get 
$4,800 a year rather than the pres- 
ent salary of $2,400, was the rec- 
ommendation of the Upland cham- 
ber of commerce directors at their 
meeting this week. 

A resolution was adopted urg- 


-ing voters in the county to ap- 
prove the proposed change in the 


charter advancing the board 
chairman’s salary. The matter 


will be up to the voters at the}. 


November election. 
IS WIDELY KNOWN 


C. E. Grier, Upland’s most wide- 
ly known citizen due to his ex- 
tensive work in tax equalization 
and governmental administration, 
is chairman of the board. He has 
been chairman for many years and 
many expect he will be made chair- 
man again when the supervisors 
reorganize in January. If the sal- 
ary change is approved in Novem- 
ber it will be effective in January. 

The salary increase proposal is 
on the November ballot because a 
group of prominent taxpayers in 
the county asked by a petition for 
more pay for the board chairman. 
Acknowledging this petition, Mr. 
Grier’s fellow board members or- 
dered the proposal to be placed on 
the ballot. The salary is fixed in 
the county charter and it can be 


changed only by approval of the 
voters. 


DIRECTORS FAVOR PLAN 

In their meeting Wednesday 
morning the chamber directors en- 
dorsed the proposal to increase 
the board ‘chairman’s pay due to 
the many responsibilities placed 
on the official, In acting, the di- 
reetors described Mr. Grier a8 one 
of the most capable persons in 
public life and expressed the be- 
lief he should be more fairly com- 
pensated for his time and for his 
accomplishments. 

Pay for the supervisors’ chair- 
man was fixed 25 years ago, when 
the population was 56,706. Since 
then the county business has in- 
creased many times and the sal- 
aries of other county officials have 
been increased. Population of the 
county is now estimated at 165,- 
700. 

The charter specifies that the 
chairman is to exercise general 
supervision over the official con- 
duet of all county officers and over 
all county institutions, buildings 
and property. He is required to 
devote his entire time to duties of 
the office. 


WINS COMMENDATION 


Mr. Grier’s efficient administra- 
tion of county affairs has won high 
commendation and his standing 
throughout the state is indicated 
by the many high positions he has 
held. In 1927 he began his active 
state-wide fight for tax equaliza- 
tion and repeal of amendment No. 
1. In 1929 he again led the fight 
before the joint iegislative tax 
committee which eventually led to 
the return of public utility prop- 
erty to local taxation rolls. He 
recently completed a term as pres- 
ident of the Supervisors Associa- 
tion of California. 

It is likely that Mr. Grier’s many 
friends who know of his accom- 
plushments and of his efficient ad- 
ministration will unite in the cam- 
paign to approve the pay increase.

Mrs. Mary T, Tyson, ‘Pasadena, 
was fatally injured in an accident 
here last Saturday due partly to 
the negligence of her daughter, 
Miss Lulu Tyson, according to the 
jury’s verdict at an inquest yes- 
terday. The mother was a pasgen- 
ger in the car driven by her 
daughter, the machine figuring in 
an accident on Foothill boulevard 
at Mountain avenue. 

In one of the longest inquest 
hearings ever held here and with 
the jury deliberating longer than 
usual in such cases, a verdict was 
returned exonerating Raymond 
Smith, a Pennsylvania tourist. 

Miss Tyson allegedly started to 
turn her car off Foothill into a 
service station, her machine going 
directly in front of the Smith car.

More—Not Less Production—Is Need 


It is somewhat difficult—at least for we ordinary people— 
to follow the President.’s reasoning when he says—which he 
has on various oceasions—that a third of the people of the 
mation are ‘‘ill-housed, ill-elad and ill-nourished’’ and at the 
game time demands curtailment of produetion. 

To the ordinary person it would appear that with so many 
people in the condition the President says—and there is no 


reason to doubt his statement—the need is not for less pro- 
duction but for more. The real need, then—is for proper dis- 
tribution—some means should be devised that would enable 


the millions who have no jobs and not enough to eat, few 
elothes and not a decent home in which te live, to get the work 
they need in order that they may buy the things they lack. So 
far President Roosevelt and his horde of advisors have not 
been able to accomplish that—even though they have been ex- 
perimenting for nearly six years. On the contrary—instead of 
mprovement, conditions have grown worse. 

Further emphasizing the truth of the President’s statement 
comes the voluminous report of the National Resources com- 
mittee—in fact, the report indicates the President’s estimate is 
conservative. For the year 1935.36 one-third of our American 

__families and individual consumers had incomes less than $780, 
one-hai: had less than $1070 and two-thirds had less than $1450. 
Im other words, only a third of the people of the nation had

Certainly President Roosevelt is right in his demand that| 


such a condition as this should be changed. Th fact, it was his 
emphatic promise that he would see to it if he was elected. 
Surely six years should be-enough time to make some kind of 


a favorable showing in that regard—but such has not been the] trom high 


result. The San Bernardino Sun comments as follows: 


‘‘We think no one in America disagrees with the Presi- 
dent that something should and must be done for those in 
unfortunate circumstances. 

“There is widespread disagreement, however, over the 
methods undertaken by the President. This is reflected in 
polls that consistently show Mr. Roosevelt far more popu- 
lar personally than the methods—the great publie issues— 
for which he stands. 

‘We disagree utterly with the President’s idea that 
through decreased production can come general prosper- 
ity. Certainly the only hope for more food, more clothing 
and better housing is in increased production. 

‘*Mr. Roosevelt would divide the wealth through higher 
taxation. But high taxation will not divide wealth—it will 
merely destroy wealth. The day will soon be at hand when 
the government will have to tax millions among the two- 
thirds who earn less than $1,450 per annum because the 
one-third who earn more will not have the wealth on which 
to pay the taxes necessary to carry the great burden of 
debt that is piling up through the annual deficits. 

‘““We never expect to have an income of $1,000,000 a 
year or any part of it, but we are not jealous of the Cali- 
fornian or New Yorker who hands over to government— 
federal and state—760,000 in income taxes. We shudder 
to contemplate what will have to happen when there are 
no such fortunes to contribute so heavily toward the cost 
of aiding those who belong to the one-third who are ill- 
elad and ill-nourished. 


**High taxes on those with moderate incomes will de- 
stroy the incentive to attempt to make moderate incomes. 
Grants to those who belong to the lower one-third will 
destroy their incentive to attempt to care for themselves. 

‘*But please do not misinterpret our viewpoint. We 
subscribe heartily to the theory that until a better method 
is found those who have the means to pay must pay to care 


for those who have no means. 

‘‘Our point is that the philosophy of the present pro- 
gram is highly dangerous. We must approach the situa- 
tion from a more direct angle; we must increase produc- 
tion so those in need can have the things they need; we 
must reestablish the confidence and the incentive that built 
this great nation.”’

One Big Family 


Unele Sam's family of publie servants is one group that ean 
afford to laugh at the ups and downs of business cyeles. It 
has enjoyed a definite boom even while Uncle Sam’s more 
distant cousins and aunts in private industry were encounter- 
ing spots of heavy sledding. 

The latest report of the National Industrial Conference 
Board, an authoritative research body, opens the pages of 
Unele’s family album in the year 1929 when the number of 
persons working for the government was 2,070,000, and the 
army in private industry numbered 47,885,000. 

By June, 1938, the number of employes in private indus- 
try had dropped 10 per cent—but the number on public pay- 
rolis had increased by 25 per cent. 

The recession which appeared last year lopped 3,000,000 
workers off private payrolls—but during this period the gov- 
ernment payroll increased by 79,000. Californians have little 
direct control over the size of Uncle Sam’s family by the Po- 
tomac. But they do have a say-so on the size of their city and 
eounty payrolls. They can observe these figures with profit 
im considering whether they wish to support such a measure 
as the Garrison Bond Act, which would dangerously reduce 
yoting restrictions on all manner of bond issues, and bring in 
its train hundreds of boards and commissions to administer the 
eostly ventures the act would launch. 

Once it gets a foothold, an over-sized family of public ser- 
vants is apt to prove the unbidden star-boarder at every Cali- 
fornian’s table!

| marks the twentieth anniversary 
| of the cessation of the Werld war. 

Kerensky will appear in lieu ot 
Winston Churchill, who withdrew 
because of conditions in Europe, 
and his subject will be “Oon Behalt 
cf Democracy.” 

Kerensky’s career in Russia was 
meteoric in connection with the 
establishment of the provisional 
g<vernment. (For five years he 
had@ served in the Duma, later be- 
{coming ‘successively Minister cf 
Justice, Minister of War and Ma- 
rine, Prime Minister, Generalissi- 
mo and Dictator and ‘Chief of the 
Provisional Government of Five. 
His insistence on democratic meth- 
ods during his regime was partial- 
ly responsible for his removal by 
the Bolsheviks. He stressed free- 
dom of speech, cf the press and of 
religion and, although a price was 
put on his head, he remained ix 
Russia until well into 1918, leav 
ing finally by Murmansk on a 
British destroyer. 

During receut years he has pub- 
lished in Paris a paper known as 
“New Russia” which has become 
the nucleus for the organization 
work of democratic Russians 
abroad. Three hundred copies of 
every issue are sent to Russia. He 
is also author of two books, “The 
Russian Revolution, March-No- 
vember 1917,” and “The Crucifix- 
ion of Liberty.” He is generally 
regarded as the best contemporary 
Russian orator.
